Intowicated Man; Teacher Dismissed for Protesting; 
Immoral Words of an Employee Tolerated by Su per- 
in tendent Are Phrases Taken from Testimony. 


B fifty inmates of the California In- 

stitution for the Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind attended the \opening session 
here today of the hearing, at which 
charges seriously reflecting on the 
management of the institution are be- 
ing investigated. 


Gov. Johnson personally 
the hearing. In opening the ses 


made against the institution and that 
he intended to use every possible 
means to sift the matter thoroughly, 
as he would in the case of charges 
made against any State institution. 

AGAINST THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


The charges are directed against 
Superintendent Douglas Keith and 
the directors of the institution. George 
W. Reed, Miggington Creed and W. 
3 Matthews, directors, also are under 

re. 

Attorney Charies Wesley Reed, 
counsel for the complaining deaf 
mutes and blind, presented a specified 
list of varied charges, which were, tn 
brief, that the appointment of Keith 
as superintendent, or principal teach- 
er, as the office is designated, was -\i- 
legal, he not having served as a 
teacher for the statutory three years, 
but had been m clerk during his 
twenty-three years’ service in the in- 
stitution; that Keith is incompetent 
to teach the pupiis from lack of 
training and experience; that after he 
had received the appointment he 
went East to study the oral method 
of teaching, but did not employ it on 
his return; that he is a poor disciplin- 
arian; that he made a schedule of 
studies by which the pupils lost more 
{han five hours a day of insfruction 
and over two hours of manud! train- 
ing, and other charges of general 
mismanagement. 

There was some dispute at the out- 
set over the manner of interroga- 
tion, Attorney Warren Olney, Jr., 
wanting all of the evidence adduced 
by written questions and answers. The 
Governor thought this would prolong 
the investigation interminably and de- 
cided upon the usual court procedure. 
Against the protest of several in- 


was appointed interpreter. 

Attorney Reed opened by reading 
the charges. First were the 
charges that the appointment 
of Keith was illegal and that 
he was generally inefficient. It was 
alleged that Keith gave diplomas 
to unmanageable boys in order to get 
rid of them and that he refused to dis- 
miss an employee who supplied pu- 
pile with Uquor and tobacco. 

It was specifically charged that it 

was reported to Keith that four boys 
and three girls, inmates of the school, 
were guilty of immorality and that 
he dismissed only one boy and one girl 
six months later. It was charged also 
that one employee was retained in the 
institution in spite of numerous re- 
ports against him that he was a moral 
pervert. 
Reed alleged that some of the grad- 
uates were not self-supporting and be- 
came public charges and declared that | 
a blind girl, with a leg broken, was 
made to share a room with a filthy, 
drunken old man, while the nurse as- 
signed to the room was dismissed for 
refusing to attend the man, who was 
not an inmate. 


BY REGISTERED VOTER. 
Director George W. Reed was ac- 
cused of having sent word by his sis- 
ter at the last State election to vote 
for Curry, and, when Curry with- 
drew, for Bell for Governor.

Monroe Jacobs, 
a graduate, who made the original 
move for the investigation, testified 
that Keith was incompetent as he 
was unable to teach the sign langu 
and had to spell out most of his wo 
when talking to pupils.

FOR OVER BREECHES BUOY 


REAKERS 


Thrilling Scenes Attend Rescue of the Passengers and 
Crew of Santa Rosa—Darkness and Confusion Lend 
‘Uncertainty as to Number of D 
Trains Carry Survivors to Santa Barbara.

ANTA BARBARA, July 7.— [Ex- 
Dispatch] Steamer Santa 
Rosa totally destroyed and death 
list estimated at from five to twenty. 
Concretely, this is the result of the 
wreck which occurred at % o'clock 
yesterday morning near Saddle Point, 
about sixty miles north of Santa Bar- 
bara, 
Shortly before midnight tonight the 
wireless operator at Point Arguello 
declared that it was impossible for 
him to learn the exact number of 
casualties, b Wireless communica- 
tion with one ‘ef the boats that went 
to the rescue stated that four mem- 
bers ot the ship's crew had been 
drowned and that many of the pas- 
sengers had not been accounted for. 
WASHED OVERBOARD. 
The Santa Rosa sank to the level 
of the ocean at about 9 o'clock, and 
it Is belleved to be certain that in the 
Scramble ot ‘passengers to get post- 
tions of safety on the rigging and 
other elevated portions of the .steam- 
er a number were washed overboard. 
It was impossible for the wireless 
operator to secure the names of the 
known dead owing to the fact that 
pandemonium reigned on all ships 
and.only meager information was be- 
ing given out by the wireless manipu- 
lators on them. 
_ Lashed to portable stays on the al- 
most wholly submerged steamer the 
passengers who had not been taken 
ashore before the Santa Rosa began 
to sink had much less than an even 
chance to escape with their lives. 
Where the steamer sank the ocean 
open to a full sweep of the far-out 
winds and the waves dashed over her 
throughout the progress of rescue. 
WIND DRIVES INSHORE. 
It had been intended by the crew 
to Keep all passengers aboard until 
high tide tonight when another at- 
tempt was to be made to take the 
steamer off the beach, but the in- 
creased force of the wind drove her 
more snugly into the sand and all 
thoughts of such an endeavor were 
at last abandoned. 
In addition to this serious situa- 
tion the Santa Rosa began to show 
signs of weakening, the timbers 
eracking and the forward portion of 
the steamer sinking further and fur- 
ther into the water. The wind had 
blown her to an angle of probably 
forty-five degrees and only a sea dog 
could have walked her decks. It 
was then that the breeches buoys 
were put into operation and had it 
not been for them the death list 
would have been enormous. 
When the forward end of the 
steamer began to sink only about 
seventy-five of the 200 on beard had 
been landed on the shore and the sit- 
vation was extremely precarious. 
TO BEND A SPECIAL. 
The Southern Pacific had arranged 
to send a special train to Surf, four 
miles from the scene of the wreck, 
to transport passengers to Santa Bar- 
bara and Los Angeles and it was 
scheduled to leave at 8:30. This was 
biecked by reason of the delay in get- 
ting the passengers ashore and the 
special did not leave for the south un- 
til after midnight._ 
Tt Was stated by the steamship com- 
pany that the loss of life was small 
a N conceded that it may have 
been, but with the rescue work taking 
place after dark and there being no 
one who was in a position to check 
off the passengers as they came 
ashore, it is believed that the death 
toll may be even larger than the most 
conservative estimates. 
There were no signs of violence to- 
ward the captain or crew on the part 
of the passengers, all taking the sit- 
vation as a matter of fact. However, 
it is said that the commander wil! 
be haled before an inquisitorial 
board tomorrow or Monday to de- 
termine why he was #0 slow in the 
transfer of passengers. 
ANOTHER QUESTION. 
How the steamer got into the shoals 
is another question that is to come 
before the board. 
‘With thousands of people lining the 
shore, many of them waiting for 
friends or relatives, others there 
through morbid curiosity, the scene 
on the beach tonight was most touch- 
ing. 
Physicians and many others were 
giving their attention to the rescued, 
while the crew of the Santa Rosa and 
many volunteers were risking their 
lives to save the helpless ones on the 
submerged steamer. 
The steamer began to sink at dusk, 
her bow being the first section to 
disappear, This enlivened the activi- 
ties of the rescuing party, but prog- 
ress was distressingly slow. Waves 
were dashing over the steamer and 
the remaining passengers were lash- 
ing themselves to the rigging and 
other safety supports. 
Women_and children were the first 
to be removed to shore, and many 
minutes of valuable time were lost 
in this procedure, owing to the fact 
that breeches buoys were being used 
and it was necessary to tie each oc- 
cupant in them. : 
TITROUGH THE BREAKERS. 
Going through the breakers the 
women and children were dashed 
with the salty water, and many of 
them were taken from the buoys more 
dead than alive. Already hysterical, 
they were unable to brave the added 
danger of drowning in the waves that 
beat over them, The buoy system 
worked without a hitch, however, as 
the carriages were attached to strong 


cables, and erated by experienced 
men.

IMMINENT DANGER. | 

‘When it became evident that the 
steamer could not be fioated and 
that there was imminent danger of 
her smashing to pleces on the rocks 
it was decided to make an effort to 
transfer the passengers to a Smaller 
craft and thence to shore. The Cen- 
tralla, a lumber schooner, one of the 
first to reach the scene, was takén 
as close to the imperiled’ steamer as 
possible and then the work of res- 
cue was started. 

A life line was ordered stretched to 
the shore, to be used in operating the 
breeches buoys, and in attempting to 
carry out the command four of the 
crew that manned the steamer’s yaw!

LOCATION OF WRECK. 

Though the location of the wreck 
is miles from habitation and is almost 
inaccessible, people from all the towns 
within a hundred miles rushed to the 
scene by train, automobiles and other 
vehicles. Hundreds lined the shore 
at sunset, anxious to lend a helping 
hand, but none able to do so. 

Capt. J. O. Faria, who had main- 
tained wonderful decorum throughout 
the day, lost control of the passengers 
when it became known that there was 
danger of the steamer crumbling away 
and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that many were restrained in their at- 
tempts to jump overboard to swim 
ashore. Such attempts would have 
been absolute suicide, for the breakers 
rolled very high and not even the most 


them. 

There were scores of women and 
children on the steamer and their 
cries for help were most pitiful. 
Mothers with babies in their arms be- 
came hysterical and screamed at the 
top of their voices for aid. The crew 
did all they could to pacify them, 
but in vain and when some one cried 
out that several men had deen 
drowned the situation became grave. 

BONFIRES BUILT. 


Bonfires were built on the beach 


early in the evening and a con- 
signment of more = a hundred 
blankets were sent the scene 


from San Luis Obispo. A8 fast as 
rescued, passengers were brought 
ashore, all of them soaked with wa- 
ter, they were taken to the fires and 
wrapped in the blankets. Half a 
dozen physictans had been hurried to 
the beach from neighboring towns, 
and they were kept busy looking 
after the sick and injured. 

The coast where the Santa Rosa. 
went ashore is an exceedingly dan- 
serous one. The scene is north of 
the chain of islands which forms the 
Santa Barbara channel and protects. 
the shore from the swelis of the sea. 
The coast line is somewhat rugged, 


although having beach formations for 


great atretches. But the sea rolls 
heavily at all times and for a ves- 
se} once to be caught ashore there 
ordinarily means a complete wreck. 
THE GREATEST SERVICE. 
This part of the coast is quite out 
of the line of ordinary communica- 
tion and the wireless station at Point 
Arguello, two miles from where the 
Santa Rosa went ashore, did the 
greatest service during the day. It 
was from, this station that the news 
was flashed both north and south, 
and early in the morning the sta- 
tions in both Los Angeles and San 
Francisco were notified of the situa- 
tion and constantly informed of de- 
velopments. After the Helen Drew. 
Centralia and Argyle had responded 
to the call, further messages were 
sent out in the hope of reaching other 
vessels that might be in the vicinity. 
But none was reached. The Situs 
tion was considered a very hopeful 
one during the enjire morning. 
The lumber schooners had lines to 
the Santa Rosa, and it was the ex- 
pectation that they would be able to 
hold the distressed ship in its post- 
tion so that with the tide reaching 
Us crest in the middle of the after. 
noon she would float. 
FEAR FOR THE LINES. 
The Argyle stood by to render any 
ald in case unusual developments 
should guddenly take place. There 
was always the possibility of lines 
breaking during the rising of the tide. 
in which event the Santa Rosa would 
be carried farther in on the beach 
- placed in a more hopeless post- 
on. 
With its unusually large passenger 
list, it is a mystery to seamen that 
the -pilot of the Santa Rosa would 
have taken any chances in the vicinity 
of Point Arguello. It has the repu- 
tation for more wrecks and marine 
Gisasters than any other section of 


the sogthern coast, and the ex- 
perienced mariner feele his way 
through it as carefully as a land- 


lubber would grope through an inky 
night. 


It was on this beach that the 
schooner Shasta was completely de- 
molished with considerable loss of 
life. A barkentine, the Robert Sud. 
den, in 1908, was lost on the rocke 
there, and the same spot that has 
claimed the Santa Rosa was the 
scene of the complete wrecking of 
the Yankee Blade, a liner, in the 
Panama trade, that went ashore some

THE INDUSTRIAL LAW.

Telegram Summons Attorneys to 
Show Cause Why Relief Prayed for 
by Chinese Should Not Be Granted. 
Industrial Map of City May Be 


The State Supreme Court will not 
hand down a decision on the import- 
ant question of where the industrial 
district of Los Angeles ends and the 
residence district begins until the city 
has had opportunity to present its 
side of the case. 

This information was received by 
the local office of the Supreme Court 
last evening in a telegram stating 
that a writ had tssued commanding 
attorneys representing the city in the 
habeas corpus proceedings brought 
by Quong Wo, who operates a Chinese 


laundry at No. 726 South Flower 
street, to appear in court Monday 


morning and show cause why the re- 
lief prayed for by Quong Wo should 
not be granted. 

The Chinese brought suit to have 
what is known as the Pesidence dis- 
trict’ ordinance adopted by the Cit 
Council declared null and void. 
Quong Wo was arrested for violation 
of that ordinance, sent to jail by 
one of the police judges, and is still 
incarcerated. 

Behind this unimportant appearing 
case lies the question of the future 
location of the business or industrial 
district. If the ordinance as inter- 
preted in the case brought against the 
Chinese laundryman is upheM by the 
Supreme Court, upwards of 600 busi- 
nese and industrial concerns will be 
‘affected and will be compelled to 
remove from present locations. Pend- 
ing the Supreme Court's decision 
much business in hanging fire, and 
many leases which have expired or 
are about to are not being renewed. 

It ia the contention of the attor- 
neys for Quong Wo, F. C. Um and 
George 8.

OLITICS AND ASTRONOMY. 

To the honest seeker after truth the 
science of politics is sometimes as difficult 
of comprehension as the science of astron- 
omy.

concrete structure, which is to be con- 
structed jointly by the city and county 
of Los Angeles, the Salt Lake Rail- 
road, and South Pasadena, at a cost 
of $150,000. About forty men are 
employed tearing down the old 
bridge. T. J. Shea is the contractor 
in charge of the work. 

All but twelve were working on the 
ground, several hundred feet from the 
place Where the bridge gave way. 
The twelve who were working an the 
bridge at the-time of the accident 
were on the top deck and Vasquez, 
who was killed, fell cighty fect to the 
ground. The other three, including 
young Shea, dropped about forty feet, 
where they Were caught by piles of 
the second deck. The 
bridge was used solely for railroad 
purposes, three trains of the Salt Lake, 
Pasadena bound, and Los Angeles 
bound, passing over it daily, until two 
weeks ago.

Artist and Publisher Presents 
Many of the Beauties of This 
Country to Audience at the Audi- 
tortum—Favors More Parks and 
Playgrounds for the City. :

As the Confederate cavalry num 
bered twenty-two men, and the usual 
to a flag of truce was bu 
twelve, Col. Porter requested the Con 
federate officer to dismount and ad- 
vance on foot with his letter. 

He came forward, introdueing him- 
selm as Col. Taylor, and handed Col.

Noa Answer From Lincoln. 

For hours Col. Taylor sat in the 
office of Gen. Scott, staring at the 
bare walls, the maps, thef ew books, 
yawning as the midnight hour passed 
and thinking, doubtless, of the joys 
of Willard’s, so near and yet beyond 
reach. 

At 1 o'clock word came from the 
White House that there would be no 
answer to the letter from Jefferson 
Davis. 

The guard who had waited to con- 
duct Col. Taylor back to Arlington 
Was called, and, with the bearer of 
the unanswered dispatch among them, 
marched back across the Potomac. 

Here Col. Taylor was given a cot 
at Gen. McDowell's headquarters and 
secured a few hours’ sleep, while a 
sentry paced back and forth before 
his tent. 

In the morning he was given a note 
from Gen. MéDowell to Gen. Beaure- 
garda, even more formal than that he 
had brought with Him. It ran: 

“Headquarters, Department North. 

Virginia, Arlington, July 9 

“Gen. McDowell presents his com- 

iments to Gen. Beauregard and 

to inform him that the paper 
he referred to in his note of the 7th 
inst. was delivered. to the general-in- 
chief and by him transmitted to the 
President. When an answer shall be 
received it will be duly forwarded. 
In the meantime Col. Taylor is in- 
structed by the general-in- chief to 
return this morning.” 

‘Col. Taylor was escorted out of the 
Union lines at the point where he 
had come in, and rode off to join his 
own escort, who had awaited his re- 
turn at a proper distance. 


Contents of the Letter. 

No hint of the contents of Jeffer- 
son Davis's letter came from 
dent Lincoln, and soon the press af 
fected to consider it of no importance. 
Yet it was of the vest importance. 

The communication was on the sub- 
ject’ of the treatment of fourteen 
prisoners who had been taken on 
board the Confederate privateer 
Savannah, June 2, and were then in 
the Tombs in New York, awaiting 
trial on the charge of piracy and 
treason. 

The southern leader's letter was a 
biting document, going to the root of 
one of the points of bitterest conten- 
tion in the early stages of the war, 
the policy of the government not to 
recognize certain Confederate prison- 
ers as prisoners of war. 

“It is the desire of this govern- 
ment so to conduct the war now ex- 
isting as to mitigate its horrors as far 
as may be possible,“ wrote President 
Davis, “and with this intent its treat- 
ment of the prisoners captured. by 
its forces has been marked by the 
greatest humanity and leniency con- 
sistent with public obligation. It is 
since the news has deen re- 
ceived of the treatment of the prison- 
ers taken on the Savannah that I 
have been compelled to withdraw 
these indulgences and to hold the 
prisoners taken by us in strict con- 
finement.”

Uncle Sam's business is not to make money, but 
to give back to the people in excellent service the worth 
of every dollar they spend, That is what we hope for 
the postoffice. I would not want a surplus, except to 
extend the work of bettering the mails and of increas- 
ing their value to all the people. As the department 
pays better, we shall reduce our postage, and give addi- 
tional facilities of various kinds to those we have now. 

“As to running Uncle Sam's mails at a profit, how- 
ever, this is the first time it has been done within sev- 
eral generations, and I believe we shall continue to 
make the ends meet.

[Jaren SAM is to have ie greatest photograph 


album in the world. It is e being arranged at 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, and 
when completed wilt contain a sample of every kind of 
photograph taken since the first process was invented 
In 1824. This great album will form an exhibit, and 
can be seen by visitors. mt 
Uncle Sam's album will also be the first of its kind in 
the world. It will consist of more than 5000 photo- 
graphs of every description. Each photograph will be 
described in detail as to the process used in its produc 
tion and the name of the inventor of the process, 
Among the pictures in the collection, one series will 
illustrate the development of color photography, while

others will show the beginning and progress of spec. 
trum photography. It is intended that the great collec. 


tion will show the history of een from its in- 


ception to the present day. 

Thomas W. Smillie, who is himself an inventor, is the 
man under whose direction the exhibit is being ar- 
ranged. in 1868 he discovered a. process of photo- 
graphing on wood, which has proved of great value to 
wood engravers. This discovery and other research 
work in photography made possible his election to a 
fellowship in the Royal Photographic Society of Lon- 


Perhaps the most interesting pictures of the collec 
tion are two daguerreotypes of Daguerre himself. One 
of the photographs of the inventor of the most perfect 
method of photography was loaned for the collection 
by Mrs. Valentine of New York, while the other was 
presented by 8. c

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The first negative of the Talbot process “calotype”. was 
produced in 1840. After this came the collodion Hegative 
on glass, then the ambrotype, and later the present-day 
method of photography known as the gelatine-bromide 
emulsion process. 

The exhibit also will contain more than 300 ii 
models pertaining to photography. These models will 
be transferred from the Patent Office to become a part 
of the exhibit in the Smithsonian, as it is intended the 
exhibit shall be one of the permanent 323 of the. 
Institution. 

Another interesting series of nena are those 
of the solar eclipse in 1900, taken at Wadesboro, N. G, 
These photographs are classed among the most remark- 
able ever taken. In all eight negatives were secured 
with a 135-foot telescope, twelve with a 140-foot tele- 
scope, and a number of others, all of which will be 
shown in the collection. 

The unusual method by which these photographs were 
taken is of interest. In one end of a 135-foot telescope 
was the lens, while the other end terminated in a dark 
room. A mirror operated by clockwork and known as 
a coelostat reflected the image of the eclipse eastward 


into the camera. By means of the clockwork the mir 
ror was made to revolve once in twenty-four hours, so 
that a perfect photograph was thus obtained. These 
negatives measured 30 by 30 inches. They will be 
among the most prominent in the exhibit. 

A series of photographs showing the history of scien- 
tific photography will also be included in the exhibit. 
One of the most notable photographs in this series is 
that of the moon made in 1865, and a portion of a recent 
photograph of the moon which was taken in sections. 
In addition there are a number of photographs made 
with the telephoto-theodolite camera, designed by S. P. 
Langley. 

Photography is more or less familiar to every one, 
it is interesting to trace its wonderful development 
from earliest times down to the present day. Way back 
in the thirteenth century, it is claimed, the camera ob 
scura was invented by Bacon, and probably more or less 


improved by Porta in the sixteenth century. 


The alchemists of those days discovered that chloride 
of silver was blackened by light, but no use seemed to 
have been made of this discovery until the year 1777, 
when Scheele photographed the solar spectrum by pro- 
jecting it upon a sheet of paper which was previously 
dusted over with pulverized lunar caustic.

WHAT A WOMAN SAW IN SINALOA 
JUST BEFORE THE REVOLUTION. 


_ By Frances Douglas. 
NDER crowding plumes of date palmas, with irri- 
gating waters flowing about their roots reflecting 
their rough bark, in shady retreats apart from the 
dusty roadways, lie the hoyses of the populous oasis 
of Navojoa. Broad wheat fields ripple in lustrous 
green waves in the rustling breeze that sweeps across 
twenty miles of verdant valley from the Gulf of Call- 
fornia. Garbanzo is green in long rows across the ex- 
pansive fields that were desert waste only a few years 
ago. Now even. the poor Indian is growing rich on 
this marvelous chickpea which the Spaniard insists on 
having, and moreover insists on getting from Lower 
Sonora if ‘he can. The Mayo River is the center of 
the region yielding the most prized grade of garbanzo. 
Forty or less peas to the ounce is the measure of 
superiority of the crops from the large areas in this 
valley, while less favored districts produce a smaller 
variety numbering fifty or,more to the ounce. Planters 
claim to clear $50 to $75 per acre each year in addi- 
tion to the corn crop that precedes it on the same land. 
Garbanzo culture under the peculiar climatic condi- 
tions of the West Coast has led to an interesting, 
unique application of irrigation known as the bolsa 
system. 
A bolsa is a pocket. The rancher builds long, low 
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levoes, skillfully laid out by rude but effective engineer- 
ing methods, so as to impound flood waters during the 
rainy season, that iasts from the end of June into the 
autamm. Thus he dams back broad pockets of water, 
bolsas where the ducks swim in myriads, where the 
wild geese come, and herons wade in solemn majesty, 
while the waters saturate the lining of the pocket, to- 
wit, the soll underneath. Meanwhile the lower fields 
are yielding corn, urged by the gracious st.owers, and 
wen the harvest is over, the corn is pu in the best 
room of the house, and the tlazole piled in stacks on 
the roofs of the enramadas—for the fodder is put up 
‘igh on the shade porches in front of the houses out 
of the way of enterprising cattle. Then the garbanzo 
is planted in the same lands that have just yielded 
corn in plenty, and the soil is irrigated from th - 


lands and all goes merrily 
From the green fields of Navojea the great plain 
rises a little toward the south, gray and brown in 
with a new order of desert vegetation coming in. The 
Plants are less isolated; they crowd into thickets; 
flowering trees and shrubs appear. It is a pleasant 
eighttour ride on the Southern Pacific of Mexico to 
Culiacan, the capital of the flourishing Btate of Sinaloa. 
South of the Fuerte River in the agacia forests and 
enitivated valleys it is so lily clean and free 
irom dust that one can ride with unscreened open 
~tnéows without inconvenience. The air is fresh, and 
avter nightfall it becomes so cool that the windows 
st be closed. The way is cat through miles and 
ries ef brushy woodland containing acacias mainly: 
tne stocky palo santo, with its sapling4tike branches;

Altata is a shallow port farther south, and Mazatlan 
lies next, a good harbor, the third port of the republic, 
and destined to become one of the best on the Pacific 
when the projected improvements are made. Culiacan, 
Sinaloa’s seat of government, with its population of 
10,400, was founded by Nuno Guzman in 1532, and is 
built on the site of an extremely ancient Indian town

These pensions are paid quite cheerfully. There is 
hardly a dissenting voice in Congress when a proposal 
to increase pensions is introduced. The people approve 
of the action. Administrations may lay heavy stress 
upon the programme of economy, but no suggestion is 
ever made that the pension roll be cut. When meas- 
ures of pension increases are brought before Congress 
not even the Democrats vote against them. When in- 
vestigating committees go roaming through government 
departments in search of financial leaks the Pension 
Office is clear-listed and no questions are asked. The 
veteran and his pension are held sacred. 

When the question is raised as to who shall secure 
positions under Uncle Sam, the veteran is again given 
the advantage, and lucky is he who gets a place when 
an old soldier is his rival. In the civil service, in the 
first place, the age limit is removed from the old soldier. 
Be his age what it may, the positions are all open to 
him. In the examinations that must be taken under 
civil service rules the veteran need secure an average of 
but 65, while the civilian must rate at least 70. Then,

That is to say, a million dol- 
lars in gold coin would be a fair two-horse load. It 
would take about $16,000,000 to make a carload of $20

This appropriation would mean a couple of dollars .o 
every Man, woman and child in the nation. Indirectly 


every man, Woman and child contributes a couple of dol- 


lars to it. There are nearly a million people on the 
pension rolls of the government, including soldiers and 
sailors, their widows and their orphans. These draw 
an average of $172 a year from Uncle Sam. Of the sur- 
vivors of the Civil War there are at present about 550, 


~ 000 receiving pensions. Of these about 35,000 are dying

ors. In the face of this tendency the pension appro- 
priation is regularly increasing instead of decreasing. 
The present Congress has before it a measure which 
will increase, the annual appropriation by about three 
carloads of gold a year.

Schools Encounter Them, 


J Many of the foreign educational institutions of China 


have been years acquiring the land for their grounds— 
principally on account of graves—and the blue print 
maps of some of their holdings reminds one of the 
drawing of the original “Gerrymander” Congressional 
Bistrict in Massachusetts. The Canton Christian Col- 
lege, in South China, has a striking monument to the 
obduracy of a solitary grave-holder in the form an 
upright cylinder of yellow clay in the middle its 
basket-ball field.

It was at Soochow, I believe, that all the ground | 


and thirteenth centuries, would prove the logical and 
practical solution of the increasingly acute problem of 


the disposal of the empire’s dead. Cremation, however, 


is opposed to the present principles of the general run 
of the people, who believe that unless the whole body 
goes intact into the next world, it will not be able to 
reassemble itself in its next stage of existence. It is 
this belief which leads the friends of a man who has 
been beheaded to sew the severed member back upon 
the body in order that the shade may not wander 


through eternity a headless trunk. Most of the Chris- 


tian institutions are encouraging cremation quietly and 
unobtrusively, and it is not impossible that the adoption 
of the saving practice may come with the spread of 
foreign religions. 3 

Or it is just possible that the Buddhist priests may 
be induced to father a practice which would be the 
means of saving, if not restoring, hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres of rich agricultural land to a people who 
are already starving for want of room. The priests 
have cremated their own dead from time immemorial, 
and there would seem to be no reason why| the proper 
influence, or pressure, if need be, might not induce 
them to encourage the people in the practive. 


A Buddhist cremation is a strange and uncanny event, 
and it is not often that a foreigner is given to witness 
one. I saw some of the preliminary ceremonies at a 
temple in South China, but found myself apparently 
becoming persona non grata as the time for the crema- 
tion proper approached and did not care enough about 
seeing it to intrude. I have since heard and read sev- 
eral descriptions of the gruesome ceremony. 

The priests are dressed in white sackcloth, similar 
to that worn by the mourners at the funerals of the 
laymen, and their brows are bound with white band- 
ages. The corpse, dressed in a cowl and with the 
hands fixed in an attitude of prayer, is placed in a 
sitting position in a bamboo chair and carried to the 
funeral pyre by some of his fellow monks, all the other 


monks of the monastery following in a double line. As 


the procession advances the walls of the monastery 
echo with the chanting of prayers and the tinkling of 
cymbals. 

‘When the pyre is reached the bearers place the 
corpse upon it, and the faggots are kindled by the 
head priest, and while the flames are mounting the 
others prostrate themselves in obeisance to the ashes 


out the attendants collect the charred bones and place 
them in a cinerary urn, which is then deposited in a 
small shrine within the precinc's of the monastery, to 
remain there until the ninth day of the ninth month, 
when the ashes are sewed up in a bag of red cloth and 
thrown into a sort of ossuary or monastery mausoleum. 

The grave of no Buddhist priest has blocked the way 
of a railroad in China, nor taken up its six feet of a 
starving farmer's rice patch. The difference the uni 
versal practice of cremation during the last couple of 
centuries would have made in the economic welfare of 
the country of today is incalculable, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that it may be resorted to by high and 
low, priest and layman, alike, before the country’s 
dead have crowded the living into the sea. 


ANCIENT CHINESE WALL PAPER. 

It is said that the European notion of wall paper was 
imported from China. There its ornamental use for 
screens, partitions and the like was known as early as 
the fourth century. Authorities on this subject assert 
that it was Holland during her naval supremacy of the. 
sixteenth century which first began to adopt and hand 
around the wall-paper idea. . 


exquisite art. They were made to order produced in 
sheets of varying dimensions according to the uses 
which they were put. The modern rolls of wall paper 
with a continuous duplicate design were unknown. It 
was not until the invention of the modern printing and 
stamping machines with cylindrical rollers that a con- 
tinuous conventional pattern was favored. 
As neither China nor Japan was a communicative 
country during the beginning of the commercial his- 
tory of Europe,.these wall-paper importations were few 
and far between and considerably at a premium. Ye 
they soon hit the European fancy as a good substitute 
for the arras and tapestries of the time. 5 
Up to the end of the seventeenth century the im- 
ported product was prohibitive in price, owever, and 
was not until the middle of the @ighteenth century that 
it was really a familiar thing on the market. When 
the methods for printing and stamping wal! paper from 
blocks was introduced from China each nation was 
jealous of its neighbor in the wallpaper trade; and 
tried to keep its own process a secret. Sie 
Toward the end of the seventeenth century the Eng- 
lish were the largest importers of the hand-decorated 
Chinese wall papers, but only for a short time. As the 
demand increased they began to perfect a process of 
paper stamping and paper decoration to imitate tapes- 
tries, and with improved machinery soon cheapened 
their product and popularized it all over Europe. By 
the time of the Stuarts the mes of Shakespeare's era 
was beginning to disappear.>jCaicago News. :

ITCHOLSON was one of the 3707. Every weekday 
he wore thick-soled shoes and his uniform of gray

tion. If he ever got weary he never complained. Every 
one along Park Row and the upper portion of Nassau 
street knew him as Nick. For more than twenty years

Nearly all 
of those twenty-odd years he had been delivering let- 
ters to the men of the advertising district. He never 
was ill, never was idle, never bad-tempered. Why 
should not he be good-natured, cheerful, buoyant?)

As 
a veteran in the service he was getting $1200 a year. 
He had started as a young man as probationer, and had 
a vivid recollection of his first promotion, when he was

It delighted the good-natured postman to see his ideas 
accepted. Possibly, in the goodnéss of his heart, he 
would be scattering them about prodigally today but for 
some shrewd advertising man, who saw there was a 
gold mine in the brain of the $1200-a-year postman. The 
man or woman who coins a phrase that aids in market- 
ing a product, that increases the production of an indus- 
try, or that creates a demand for any particular article, 
can claim a rich reward. Nicholson, the $1200-a-year 
postman, no longer wears a uniform of gray and deliv- 


ers the mail in the advertising district along Park Row 


and upper Nassau street. His regular salary now is 
approximately as much per month as it used to be per 
year, for he is one of the high-priced men of the great- 


est advertising agency in America. Dozens and dozens 


‘of catchy phrases that came from him and are used by 
big advertisers are familiar to all the people. 

The case of Nicholson is exceptional, Most men with 
quick minds find themselves earlier than Nicholson did, 
especially if they are in the advertising field or have a 
bent for advertising. This is an age of advertising. 
Never was printing ink used more freely. Never were 
the rewards to the successful writers of advertisements 
and the engineers of successful advertising campaigns 
greater. Advertising is not an exact science and prob- 
ably never will be. Those who think they know the 
most and have the largest experience sometimes know 
the least. There is one instance of this that illustrates 
the fact admirably.

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‘THE MENDELIAN LAW. 


AN ACQUAINTANCE WITH IT VALUABLE 

TO EXPERIMENTERS, 

By Ernest Braunton. 
HE writer heartily wishes every one understood at 
least the simpler problems of the Mendelian law, 
- for it would make life much more interesting to 
every student and experimenter, and if we all under- 
stood the simpler problems all would be experimenters 
with either plant or animal life. Many experimenters 
previous to Mendel’s time had crossed species of plants 
and animals and had somewhat approached the tasks 
with a faint idea of what the resfilts would be, but Men- 
del wanted to be able to foretell just what would hap- 
pen and as near as: possibly why it should be thus, and | 
he was the first man absolutely to lay down rules which 
if followed would bring definite results easily foretold 
(or the law of heredity,) hence the name: Mendelian 

law, 
Gregor Mendel was born in 1822 and died in 1884, but 
his greatest work was not discovered until a few years 
ago, in 1900. Mendel, a monk and abbot, was of Aus 
trian parentage and spent nearly the whole of his life in 
‘the monastery of Brunn. His most interesting expert 
ments were carried on with common plants to ascer- 
tain what characters would assert themselves above 
others in“ breeding and how persistent they would prove 
in successive generations, By the ordinary person it 
will at once be thought that a hybrid will be an exact 
cross or midway in character between two parents, but 
n moment's thought will cause any one to admit that 
this would not occur for the several characters res 


the offspring 


pink would occur in the first generation, nor even 
white; all would be red. The reason for this is that 
red bas such strength as a color as to completely over- 
whelm the white for the time being, or, as Mendel put 
it, colors are dominant to white, the latter not being a 
true color. Even though it were, one color is generally 
dominant to another, that is, the stronger of the two. 
To show this law of dominance precisely as it works 
out we will illustrate with plants used by Mendel, but 
carry the results out in figures to show the several pro- 
portions in the characters and their relations. Mende! 
crossed a tall pea having white flowers with a dwarf 
pea having purple flowers. Tracing simply the height: 
the resultant eighty seeds were sown and produced 
eighty tall plants. Not a single dwarf or even one of 
intermediate height. All were as tall or taller than the 
tall parent. This showed that tall was dominant to 
dwarf. But Mendel wanted to see the end of the mat- 
ter, so he saved the seeds from these self-fertilized tall 
hybrids and sowed them, getting 800 plants, 600 of which 
were tall and 200 of which were dwarf, but none of in- 
termediate height occurred, a proportion of three tall 
plants to every dwarf. Now comes the strange part | 
of this inflexible law. Seeds from each of these plants 
were saved separately (they were self-fertilized) and 
sown. Those from the dwarf plants bred true dwarfs, 
every one of them. But not so with the talis, for some 
of them gave true talls while others behaved like the 
first generation hybrids, giving talls and dwarfs in the 
proportion (again!) of three tallies to one dwarf and a 
count showed that the number of talls the! gave dwarfs

results were obtained Im regard to color, purple being 
dominant to white-in the same proportion as tall is dom- 
inant to dwarf. Therefore, in the second generation of 
hybrids of this breeding experiment we have the follow- 
ing results: Nine tall purple, three tall white, three 
dwarf purple, and one dwarf white. This makes a total 
of sixteen as the smallest number in a possible full set 
ol plants. It will be noticed that nine, or more thas 
one-half of the whole possess both the dominant char- 
acters, taliness and purple color, while only one of the 
sixteen possesses both the other, the recessive or 
weaker characters, dwarfness and white. This propor- 
tion of 9:3:3.1 will always hold good with all decided 
characters in plants or animals if they are true species. 
With garden crosses of complex character other results 
are obtained, as with each generation of cross-breeding 
there comes a redistribution of characters in differing 
proportions. 

There are cases where “Greck meets Greek” or 6 
dominant character ts crossed with a dominant char- 
acter and something else happens. in some cases there 
are no “dominant characters.” One of the strongest 


cases occurs with the Blue Andalusian fowl, a veritable 


mongrel. All breeders of this type know that in every 
lot there are some “off” colors, always black or 
“splashed” white. Experiments have determined that 
two blues bred together will return but one-half blue 
chicks, there being Always two blues, one black and 
one splashed white. ‘If they are so bred to the end of 
time the result will, never be different. But witness 
‘the strange part agate. When a black and a splashed 
white are bred together they return all blues, or twice 
as many as the real blues can produce! When two 
blacks are bred together they produce only blacks, and 
so it is with the whiten.

The Poisonous Oleander. 


T ils very strange that we so seldom hear of a case 

of oleander poisoning, yet the plants are everywhere 
to be found. It is also strange that whereas the sap is 
deadiy to all animal life that the black scale thrives on 
it so splendidly and so abundantly. Strange, too, that 
animals should refrain from eating the green leaves, 
which they do, for the plant is so deadly that death 
would soon result if a small quantity were eaten. There 
is little doubt but mysterious deaths of children and do- 
mestic anfmals might often be traced to eating oleander 


leaves if the source of the trouble were but suspected. 


Down in Arizona so many cases of polsoning occurred 
that the Agricultural Experiment Station at the State 
University made an exhaustive series of experiments, 
the results of which, with acchunts of accidental pol- 
soning, were published in a bulletin sent out early in 
1909. The animals used for these experiments were 
two horses, a cow, a mule, and several sheep. The 
sheep succumbed to very small doses, but i took buat 
twenty-four grams of dry leaves, on a full stomach, to 
kin the “government mule.” One to five grams um kill 
a sheep. Aside from their own experiments they 
looked up and published accounts of authentic cases of 
leander poisoning in other countries. 

Three hundred French soldiers were made ste be 
eating roasted meat that had been skewered with elean- 
der sticks, and a number of them died. Five others 


were poisoned, though none fatally, through stirring a}.

The pouliry business in Soutsern California will bring 
a good living to its followers if conducted along com- 
mon-sense lines. I have found quite a number of paying 
plants, and alse several that were losing money, because 


_meglecting some little detail in management which in 


no way reflected on the fowls. Good stock is of course 
essential, as inferior will only bring at best but indiffer- 
ent results. Good foundation stock being secured, the 
method of housing it, even in this mild climate, is a 
matter ot importance. Good stock improperly housed 
is only “to get in bad” at the start. The best free 
range house I know of is the open-front, shed-roof con- 
struction, with plenty of room to avoid any crowding of 
fowls. Very few plants have room enough to afford 
proper free range, hence an intensive method must be 
provided. The most common type is the Philo system 
coops which, properly carried out, give fair results; but 
1 believe too much time is necessary to care for the 
birds to make a big plant pay. Near Pasadena I have 
noticed several yards built by practical poultrymen 
that are ideal quarters for the paying flocks they con- 
tain. 

The other day while out at Tropico I noticed a new

style of housing and yarding which appealed to me be- 


cause of its simplicity and neat appearance. Talking 
with the owner, I was impressed with the advantages 
of his methods. He calls it the “Murdock common- 
sense” house, and the name is certainly appropriate, as 
it combines pleasant outlines with sanitary quarters and 
ease of operation. His yards are covered but accessible 
at any part. He believes in small flocks well kept. If 
this theory is correct houses and yards. must be con-

ever undertaken in this country will be begun at the 
Missouri State Poultry Experiment Station at Moun- 
tain Grove. Australia has been noted for similar con- 
tests for the past several years, and is in advance of 
this country in that respect. These contests are a fix- 
ture in Australia, are wonderfully successful and have 
attracted world-wide attention. Australia has mae 
great progress in building up wonderful egg-laying 
strains of poultry of * varieties. Why not do the 
same in Missouri? 

“The object is to arouse a keener interest on the part 
of all people to improve the chief utility point of their 
fowls. To most people a hen is a hen, whether she 
lays fifty eggs or 150 eggs in a year. This test will 
bring forcibly under the notice of the people the great 
difference in egg production of fowls of even the same 
variety, and also show them that the egg yield can be 
increased ‘without any Increase in the cost of keeping.

The intention of this laying 
contest is to improve the egg-producing standard of 
poultry and to get the people to give this part of the

Introduction of insect pests from foreign countries. 
During all this time the rules governing the inspection 
of incoming articles have been as rigid as could be en- 
forced under the law. In the construction of the hor. 
ticultural quarantine acts of the State the Legislature 
seems to have gone as far as the constitutional rights of 
the individual would permit, stopping at nothing short 
of the right to search the personal effects of passengers 
Foming into the country. The law permits many arbi- 
trary acts, such as entering premises to make inspec 
tions, serving notices upon infected property, abating 
insect nuisances and making the property owner pay 
for it at whatever cost may be attached, confiscating 
fruits, trees, etc., which are found Infested and many 
other acts that would be held as an invasion of prop- 
erty rights in any other State. But the right to search 
trunks, valises and other personal effects of passengers 
bas not been established, and a long line of opinions“ 
from the highest legal authorities holds that by no 
means can the law as it now stands be stretched into 
opening baggage without the consent of the owner. No 
longer than two weeks ago was this principle confirmed 

by the Attorney-General of the State. 

~ But we have had a menace lately so alarming that 
some means had to be devised that would be as effective 
as the legal right to search baggage, and such an ar 
rangement has just been made. It is in brief a con- 
tract feature between the ship companies and their 
ticket purchasers by which the passengers sign a con- 
tract to allow their baggage to be opened by the quaran- 
tine Inspectors of the State commission.

All species: of amaryllidaceae, with no true bulb, and 


more or lest fleshy roots, like agave, fourcroya, beschor- 


neria, are instead very particularly relished by gophers. 

Among the nearly-related liliaceae, all species of aloes 
are immune also agapanthus, “lily of the Nile;” all 
species of tritoma or kniphofia “red poker plants;” all 
species of fcilla, the native “amole” or “soap root,” 
Chiorogalum: pomeridianum, while all true Mies and all 
species of yucca and dracaena are greedily devoured. 

Alpinia nutans and all species of hedychium, “ginger 
plants,” are immune. Among the extensive order of 
iridaceae, atitholyza, aristea, herbertia, libertia; mont- 
bretia are certainly immune, and probably also some 
species of iris. 

In comparison I have found a much smaller number 
of immunes ‘among dicotyledonous plants. Still, we 
have the order apocynaceae, which comprises a great 
number of beautiful flowering shrubs or climbers, like 
nerium, “oleander,” allamanda, carissa, cryptolepis, 
mande villa, thevetia, and vinca, all of them immune. 
Also the immense and multiform order of euphorbiaceae, 
|“gpurge family,” among which I will mention ail spe- 
cies of euphorbia, poinséttia included, ricinus, “castor 
oll plant,” aleurites, stillingia, and probably others. 

It appears that the bulbs or roots of all above enu- 
merated plants contain some acrid or poisonous juice 
disliked by gophers and other rodents, which leave them 


alone. This ers the suggestion that some particu- 


larly valuable plant may be efficiently protected by 
“ringing” it with a double or triple row of immune bulbs, 


|which will algo be very ornamental when coming in 


bloom at their season.

Black Fig Culture. 


HE largest orchard of black figs in the State, also 

said to be the largest in the world, is located in Mer- 
ced county, on the line of the Yosemite Valley Railroad, 
about twenty-five miles from the city of Merced. The 
trees are twenty-five years old and hear good crops with 
seldom a low yield. The orchard consists of eighty 
acres of fine, even trees, and it is one of the sights of 
tnat country. The. owner is H. G. Kelley. 3 

There is a common belief abroad that the black fig 
does not pay, and it is usually considered a tree for 


commercial crops. Not so with the Kelley orchard. 
The owner never gets less than 100 tons of dried fruit 
from his trees, aud the yield has gone as high as 225 
tons of cured fruit of a season. He has sold his figs 
for 4 cents a pound net for years, one firm in San 
Francisco taking the whole output. The expense of 
handling the orchard is very light and the property pro- 
duces a good and certain .evenue every year. ee 

But alas! Mr. Kelley states that the temptation of the 
cold-dredging companies has become so great that he 
has given one of the companies an option upon the land 
at a certain price, and that in a few months there may 
be nothing left ef this magnificent property but piles of 
stones and ruined acres. The dredgers are already op-

Indeed, you can scarcely take a culture 
medium from any person’s throat without finding germs

‘a few inches the veil of the curtain of the mysterious 


holy of holies. The fact is that the regulars are on the 


run. On the one hand Christian Science, and on the 


other hand the numerous “irregular” schools of healing, 
such as osteopathy and naturopathy, are withdrawing 
every year the patronage of hundreds of thousands of 
people, so that the income of the American physician is 
likely to be reduced even below the present low limit of 
$800 per annum, which is said to be about the average. 
“Hence these tears.” 

So far as the editor of the Care of the Body is aware, 
amid all these addresses on various subjects there was 
nothing said on the all-important subject of food, the 
materia! of which our bodies are constructed. All that 
was said was an occasional reference to the need of 
“good food.” What is “good food?” Is it, perhaps, 
“beef tea,” which is about equivalent to urine, or is it 
perhaps superfine flour, which contains less than one 
fourth of the organic salts found in the whole wheat? 
On this subject nothing was said. The doctors wisely 
leave it alone, because of their own lack of knowledge 
in regard to food values. In medical books you will still 
see quoted the old discredited figures of Voit, and the 
contents of food are given as “proteid, carbohydrates, 
and fat,” the organic mineral contents being entirely 
ignored. Hence the average doctor contents himself 
with remarking sapiently: “Eat whatever seems to 
agree with you.” 

There was quite a strong anti-vaccination outburst at 
one of the larger meetings, which excited much aston: 
ishment and some indignities on the part of the worthy 
president, who was speaking. The same worthy presi 
dent, at another meeting, referred to the opponents of 
vivisection as “ill-balanced. sentimentalists.” He evi- 
dently does not agree with that eminent English sur- 
geon, for thirty years in charge of a great cancer hos 
pital, who recently in New York declared that all ex 
periments upon animals for the purpose of finding a 
cancer remedy are futile and misleading, because in 
most cases animals react from poisons quite differently 
from human beings. 

Physicians refer to their profeasion as a “science.” 
It is abovt as scientific as astrology. Here are a few 
statements made by eminent members. of the profes 
sion: 

John Mason Good, M. D., F.R.S., said: “The science 
of medictue is a barbarous jargon.” 

Prof. Valentine Mott, the great surgeon, sald: “Of all, 
sciences, medicine is the most uncertain.” — 

Sir Asten Cooper, the famous English surgeon, said: 

“The ence of medicine is founded on conjecture, 
and improved by murder.” 

Dr. Abercrombie, Fellow of the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians of Edinburgh. said: “Medicine has been called 
by philosophers the art of conjecturing; the science of 
guessing.”

They have hurried 
thousands to their graves who would have recovered if 
left to nature.” 

Prof. Gregory of the Edinburgh Medical College said 
to his medical class: “Gentlemen, ninety-nine out of 
every 100 medical facts are medical lies, and medical 
doctrines are, for the most part, stark, staring non 
sense.”

and sanitatien at the St. Louis Hygienic College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, vice-president of the Association 
of Hygienists of America, member of the Ninth Session 
of the International Medical Congress, member of the 
British, French and American Association for the Ad 
vancement of Science, etc., etc., said: “I charge that 
they have encouraged superstition and humbug by the 
germ theory of disease. I do not question the exist 
ence of infinitesimal micro-organisms; but they are 
the result, not the cause, of disease. They are the 
scavengers; their legitimate work is to clean out the 
sewers of our bodies. Wherever there is decay, pus or 
decomposing matter these little life savers are doing 
their work of neutralization, sanitation and purifica- 
tion. They feast upon effete and decaying animal mat- 
ter. They are beneficial helpers to an important end.” 

Hundreds of similar expressions might be quoted, not 
from outsiders, but-from men who have attained emi- 
nence in the practice of medicine, and have learned to 
recognize the shallow foundation upon which it is built. 

During the convention week one of our local preach- 
ers delivered an address on “What the World Owes to 
the Medical Profession.” He laid the taffy on quite 
thick. Now, what does the world really owe to the 
medical profession? It is claimed that they have abol- 
ished or immensely lessened such diseases as the 
plague, typhus fever, cholera, and smallpox. The med- 
ical profession has had no more to do with lessening 
these diseases—indeed not half so much—as the revo- 
lution of the moon around the earth. These are all 
filth diseases. In the Middle Ages, when these diseases 
sometimes swept off a third of the population within 
a few months, conditions of living were incredibly filthy, 
even among the so-called “better classes.” Also, those 
who could afford it, gorged themselves on immense 
amounts of flesh foods. As the world became cleaner, 
inwardly and outwardly, these gross filth diseases be 
gan to disappear, still lurking in dark corners of the 
earth where such filthy conditions exist. As several 
times remarked here, there is no more chance of the 


is of our being able to grow oranges on the sidewalks of 
Broadway. et hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
the people’s money bas been, and is still being wasted 
for the aserted purpose of “stamping out” the bubonic 
| plague in California. | 

While these filth diseases have greatly decreased, on 
the other hand there has been an awful increase in the 
spread of such fatal diseases as cancer, and tuberculo 
sis, and Bright’s disease. Several physicians of recog: 
nized standing have recently expressed the belief that 
the awful increase of cancer and tuberculosis is to 
some extent due to the practice of injecting filthy ani 
mal matter into the blood. 

If we look back at the history of medical 3 
we shall find it a constant series of taking up wonderful 
“specifics,” only in course of time to find them not only 
useless, but dangerous. Many readers of the Care of 
the Body will remember the fuss made over Brown 
Sequard’s “Elixir of Life.” American physicians fell 
over each other to procure some of this wonderful rem-

Then there was Koch’s

sure cure had at last been found. The great Koch could 
not, of course, be mistaken. The German government 
gave him a medal, and a hundred thousand dollars, and 
pensioned him.
